It was the first day of December, 1956, on the Chelsea 
ground at Stamford Bridge. There was what the papers 
called a rather poor attendance — only 45,000 — but 


they pointed out that there

Highbury, where Arsenal were playing Sunderland. 


LACKPOOL’S team consisted 
of six of the men we are see- 
ing here — George Farm, in

It was a magnificent game 
which resulted, as far as I can 
remember, in a 2-all draw. 

George Farm was in fine form 
in goal. He was a Scottish Inter- 
national, and up to the date of 
this match had not missed a game 
since the end of the 1954-55 
season, 

Jimmy Armfield had already 
won International recognition, 
having played for England’s 
Under 23 side as full-back. 

Jimmy Kelly played a great 
game at right-half. He was 
originally a Londoner, having been 
sold by Watford for a sum run- 
ning into five figures.

Once a _ full-back, and now 
amongst the game’s most cultured 
centre-halves, Roy Gratrix came 
from Manchester. He proved him- 
self an ideal successor to Harry 
Johnston, praise enough for any- 
body. 

A Scot from Dundee, Ewan Fen- 
ton has been with Blackpool for 12 
years, and in that time has had to 
bear more than his fair share of 
injuries, but he is now fighting fit. 


What remains to be said about 
Stanley Matthews? Suffice it to 
say that he has been at Blackpool, 
who recruited him from his native 
Stoke, since 1947. He is a team 
in himself and the term, “The 
Wizard,” is not nearly expansive 
enough. I remember seeing him 
that same year playing for Eng- 
land against Yugoslavia. It took 
three men to mark him, and in 
desperation the Yugo. left-half 
grabbed him by the ankle in true 
Rugby style, which brought down 
the house (as well as Stanley). 

England has seen some fine out- 
side players, including our friend 
Denis Compton, of Arsenal, to 
mention only one who is well 
known to us, but it will be long 
before Stanley Matthews’ name 
will be forgotten in the football 
world, if ever.

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DETAILS OF BLACKPOOL F.C. 


. History — and Players 


The following is a brief summary of the history of the 
Blackpool Football Club, with some particulars of the 
players who comprise the team. 


HE Club was formed in 1896. 

It played 30 Second Division 
games in its inaugural season, of 
which 13 were won, 5 drawn and 
12 were lost. 


The Club lost Second Division 
status in season 1898-99, but only 
for one season. It was back in 
First Division football in 1980, but 
was relegated three seasons later. 
It was promoted to the First Divi- 
sion in 1986-87, as runners-up to 
Leicester City. 

Cup finalists in 1948, 1951, and 
1958, the Club won the trophy at 
its third attempt. 

The Town Crest, with the motto, 
“Progress,” is worn as the Club 
badge. It won the Lancashire 
Senior Cup in 1985-36, 1937-38, 
1941-42 and 1953-54; and were 
Central League champions in 1919- 
1920 and 1949-50. Also Second 


Division champions in 1929-80. 

Blackpool provided four players 
(Matthews, Mortensen, Taylor and 
Johnston) in the England v. Hun- 
gary match at Wembley in 1953- 
1954. English, Irish and Scottish 
internationals are on the playing 
staff at the present time. 


The biggest post-war score was 
an 8-4 win against Charlton Ath- 
letic. 

The ground at Bloomfield Road 
has ,a capacity of approximately 
37,000, and is the smallest in the 
First Division. 

The Manager is Mr. Joe Smith — 
a Bolton Wanderers’ player in the 
1920’s. Mr. Smith retires at the 
end of the season, and his suc- 
cessor is Mr. R. Stuart, an ex- 
Blackpool player. The Honorary 
Secretary is Mr. R. Seed.

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Soccer Disasters 


— and 
Manchester Utd. 


(By L. F. Barkham) 


THE terrible air crash which 
decimated the great Man- 
chester United team this year is 
one of the worst affecting players 
themselves. The only comparable 
disasters in European soccer was in 
May, 1949, when 18 members of the 
Turin (Italy) first division football 
team and their English trainer, 
were killed, Afterwards the Italian 
Football Association ordered that 
a complete team should never 
travel on the same aircraft. 

Another air disaster involving 
British football occurred in March 
1950, when 80 people were killed 
when returning to Cardiff from a 
Wales-Ireland rugby Match in 
Dublin. A chartered Tudor plane 
carrying rugby supporters crashed 
on landing. 

Other serious disasters occur- 
ring during soccer matches oc- 
curred at Glasgow, Scotland, and 
Bolton, England. During a Scot- 
land v. England International 
Championship game at Ibrox Park, 
Glasgow, on April 5, 1902, part of 
the west stand collapsed and many 
people were killed and injured. 
Officially, the casualty list was 25 
killed, 24 dangerously injured, 168 
seriously injured, 153 injured, and 
172 slightly injured. The game, 
which had been in progress for 
about ten minutes, was resumed 
after a hold-up of about half an 
hour. Result was a draw, 1—1. 

On March 9, 1946, at Bolton, 33 
people were killed and more than 
500 injured in part of Bolton 
Wanderers ground, Burnden Park. 
It was the occasion of an F.A. 
Cup Tie between Bolton and Stoke 
City. Several thousand pounds 
were collected for the dependants 
of the killed, and as compensation 
for the injured.

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A Referee's Reflections

The Soccer season is once again under way, and it is hoped that we 
have a good season, with improving standards of play and sports- 


manship from both players and spectators alike. 


To enlighten 


those who may not know, a “Sportsman” is one who:— 


(1) Plays tha game for the 
game’s sake. ‘ 
(2) Is a good winner and a good 
loser; ie., modest in victory 
and generous in defeat. 
Plays for his side and not for 
himself. 
Accepts all decisions in a 
proper spirit. 
Is chivalrous towards a de- 
feated opponent. 
Is unselfish and always ready 
to help others to become vro- 
ficient. 
As a Spectator, applauds 
good play on both sides. 
Never interferes with Refer- 
ees, no matter what the de- 
cision. 

A very brief analysis of the above 
definition clearly shows that in the 
majority of us whatever the state 
of our spirit, the flesh is extra- 
ordinarily weak. 

Within the first few weeks of this 
season most of the above standards 
have gone with the wind, as wit- 
nessed in matches throughout the 
Leagues and Divisions. Matches 
have been abandoned, players 
abused by spectators, referees’ de-

cisions defied by players, and offi- 
cials being where they should not 
be, mostly in the way. Surely the 
main 1dea of having a Soccer season 
is for both players and spectators 
to enjoy the sport, not to commence 
an “open” season of abuse and 
downright bad sportsmanship, 
which gives Soccer a very bad 
name in the eyes of all concerned. 

The Press, in all fairness, report 
what they see of a match, some- 
times may be slightly off orbit, 
but headlines count and news is 
news for a’ that. 

Those unfortunate scribes with 
“noms de plume” spring into life 
and write to the Editor, a pastime 
spent mostly by those lacking in- 
testinal fortitude and who have 
never recovered from a repressed 
childhood. Under such painful 
conditions the sovcer season con- 
tinues, but where will it end? 

It is refreshing to see that im- 
mediate action has been taken 
with regard to players disobeying 
the decisions of referees, and that 
punishments “to fit the crime” 
have been handed out according- 
ly. The matter of spectators 
abusing the players and referees 
is far more serious and requires 
the attention of all ‘sportsmen, 
oth on and. off the field. An 
afternoon’s sport can be spoilt in 
a few minutes by foolhardy and 
childish persons having no self- 
discipline. The ultimate clash 
with the police is their end, and 
so is also the end of the match 
in most cases, a disappointing 
ending to what could have been a 
most enjoyable game. 

To those who consider that they 
can carry out the standards of a 
Sportsman, a plea is made that 
they will, at all times, assist in 
keeping order and calm when 
things look as though trouble may 
be brewing.
